Report of the Board of Health. 





The following is copied from the official Bulletin of the State 
Board of Health, Chapter 21, Laws of 1905 :— 


“SEcTION 1. It shall be the duty of the attending physician or 
some member of the patient’s family or household to report every 
death from pulmonary consumption, or the removal of a consump- 
tive patient, to the local board of health within one week of said 
death or removal. 

“Sect. 2. Itshall be the duty of said local board, within one 
week after such notice or such information from any other source, 
to cause the infected premises to be thoroughly disinfected and 
. cleansed; said work to be carried out by methods endorsed and 
recommended by the State Board of Health. 

«Sect. 3. No apartments which have been occupied by a con- 
sumptive shall be reoccupied until thoroughly disinfected and 
cleansed as provided for in this act. 

“Srcr. 4. Any person violating the provisions of this act shall 
be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for each offense.”’ 

Also the following issued by said Board :— 

“‘ We have occasionally received an inquiry from boards of edu- 
cation as to whether or not it is allowable for children infected 
with whooping-cough, mumps or chicken-pox to attend school. 

“ The law answers the question as follows :— 

“«No parent, guardian, person, or persons, having the custody 
of any child shall permit such child, if infected with any com- 
municable disease, or has been exposed to such, to attend any 
public or private school.’ ”’
